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Competions  at  Public  Colleges  and  Universities 
Academic  Years  1988/89  and  1989/90 

The  tables  present  completions  at  public  colleges  and 
universities  for  academic  years  1988/89  and  1989/90.   The  first 
four  tables  summarize  the  information  for  all  colleges  and 
universities,  universities,  state  colleges  and  community 
colleges.   The  remaining  tables  present  the  data  for  the 
individual  universities,  state  colleges  and  community  colleges. 

The  tables  have  been  generated  from  the  individual  completion 
records  in  the  Research  and  Planning,  Enrollment  and  Degrees 
System  (RPEDS) .   Every  fall,  the  public  colleges  and  universities 
submit  the  completion  records  for  the  previous  academic  year.   It 
should  be  noted  that  individual  students  can  receive  more  than 
one  degree  or  certificate  during  an  academic  year.   As  a  result, 
the  total  number  of  completions  exceeds  the  total  number  of 
completers. 

It  is  also  important  to  note  that  the  tables  were  not 
developed  from  the  federal  Integrated  Postsecondary  Education 
Data  System  (IPEDS) .   Besides  being  a  unit  record  system,  the 
completions  database  includes  a  missing  gender  category, 
birthdate  information  and  other  data  that  the  IPEDS  survey  does 
not  have. 

The  database  includes  teaching  certification  which  is  not  an 
award  or  a  degree  but  a  'completion'.   When  students  complete  a 
teaching  program  they  receive  a  certificate  from  the  state,  not 
the  campus.   Since  the  campus  program  meets  the  certificate 
requirements,  the  RPEDS  database  counts  the  teaching  certificate 
as  part  of  the  campus'  completions. 

Race/ethnicity  and  birthdate  are  voluntary,  self-reported 
information.   Though  the  quality  of  this  information  seems  to  be 
very  good,  there  are  some  problems  with  erroneous  and  missing 
data.   Some  of  the  changes  observed  in  these  areas  may  due  to 
improvements  in  data  quality.

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COMPLETIONS  1989/90  HIGHLIGHTS 


The  1989/1990  Academic  Year  (AY)  RPEDS  completions  data  showed 
the  following  about  graduates  from  Massachusetts  public 
universities  and  colleges: 


*  There  were  27,121  degrees  conferred  in  AY  89/90  by  Massachusetts 
public  universities  and  colleges.  This  was  a  5.4%  increase  in 
awards  compared  to  the  previous  academic  year  and  is  comparable  to 
the  4.4%  increase  nationally  at  public  higher  education 
institutions. 

*  In  the  Massachusetts  Public  Higher  Education  System  as  a  whole, 

over  half  the  graduates  from  the  system  as  a  whole  were  women 
(59.1%).   Nationally,  overall  and  for  both  the  public  and  private 
sectors,  there  were  also  more. women  than  men  graduates. 

*  Of  the  graduates  who  were  identified  by  race/ethnicity,  11.5% 
identified  themselves  as  being  from  a  Minority  group.   This  was  a 
continued  increase  of  proportion  of  degrees  awarded  to  Minorities. 
There  were  substantial  increases  in  the  number  of  Asian  (27.4%), 
Black  (17.0%),  and  Native  American  (12.3%)  graduates. 

*  There  were  considerable  increases  in  the  numbers  of  45-49  and 
55-59  year  old  graduates. 

*  A  substantial  percent  of  all  completions  were  in  Business  and 
Management  programs  (19.2%)  and  in  Education  (13.6%).   This 
parallels  earlier  national  data  where  16.9%  of  completions  were  in 
Business  and  Management  programs  and  20.1%  were  in  Education. 
Degrees  conferred  in  the  architecture  and  environmental  design 
programs  more  than  doubled  as  compared  to  the  previous  academic 
year. 
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Highlights  continued  - 


*  The  most  even  distribution  of  genders  of  all  three  segments  was  in 
the  Massachusetts  Public  University  Segment  where  51.8%  of 
graduates  were  women  and  4  8.2%  were  men.   At  both  the  state 
colleges  and  community  colleges,  two-thirds  of  the  AY  89/90 
graduates  were  women. 

*  Of  the  three  segments,  the  university  segment  had  the  highest 
proportion  of  Minority  graduates  (14.1%). 

*  Only  6.9%  of  graduates  at  the  Massachusetts  State  College  Segment 
were  Minorities,  the  smallest  proportion  of  Minorities  of  all  three 
segments. 

*  Approximately  one-third  of  degrees  conferred  at  state  colleges  were 
in  the  Education  program  area.   Another  18.8%  were  in  Business  and 
Management. 

*  The  Massachusetts  Community  College  Segment  had  an  overall  older 
group  of  graduates  than  either  the  University  or  State  College 
segments.   Substantial  amounts  of  community  college  graduates  were 
in  their  thirties  (21.8%)  and  in  their  forties  (10.4%),  or  older. 

*  The  greatest  proportion  of  completions  (21.2%),  by  far,  in  the 
Liberal/General  Studies  program  area  was  at  community  colleges. 

An  additional  20.2%  of  completions  were  in  Business  and  Management. 
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COMPLETIONS  1989/90 


In  the  1989/1990  Academic  Year  (AY),  there  were  27,121 
completions  in  the  Massachusetts  Public  University  and  College 
System  as  a  whole. (1)   This  was  a  5.4%  increase  from  the  previous 
academic  year  and  is  comparable  to  the  4.4%  increase  nationally  at 
public  higher  education  institutions. (2)   The  increase  in  number  of 
graduates  was  expected  as  there  was  an  earlier  increase  in  number  of 
enrolled  students  during  the  mid-eighties,  the  classes  from  which 
the  89/90  graduates  come  from.   The  enrollment  at  Massachusetts 
public  higher  education  institutions  peaked  in  1988  and  then 
flattened  out,  which  would  lead  one  to  anticipate  a  corresponding 
flattening  out  in  next  year's  completions. (3) 


Of  the  1989/1990  completions,  the  largest  proportion  41.4% 
were  in  the  university  segment,  followed  by  32.5%  at  community 
colleges  and  26.1%  at  state  (four  year)  colleges.   There  was  an 
overall  gain  in  degrees  conferred  for  each  segment.   State  colleges 
had  the  largest  increase  in  completions,  8.5%.   This  was  due,  in 
part,  to  the  artificial  inflation  of  growth  in  the  Teaching 
Certification  category. (4)   It  was  also  due  to  the  number  of  awards 
at  state  colleges  increased  in  each  award  category. 


The  types  of  awards  conferred  by  Massachusetts  public 
colleges  and  universities  ranged  from  undergraduate  certificates  to 
first  professional  degrees.   They  also  included  the  completion  of 
teaching  certification  programs  (0.6%).  (5)   As  can  be  expected,  the 
largest  proportion  of  degrees  conferred  were  baccalaureate  degrees 
which  accounted  for  a  little  over  half  (52.5%)  of  all  the  AY  89/90 
completions.   In  comparison,  at  the  national  level  at  public 
postsecondary  institutions  somewhat  less  than  half  (43.8%)  of 
degrees  were  baccalaureate.   Associate  degrees  accounted  for  3  0.2% 
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of  the  completions,  and  masters  degrees  for  11.4%.   Nationally  there 
was  a  smaller  proportion  of  associate  degrees  (22.9%)  awarded  during 
AY  89/90.   The  difference  is  made  up  nationally  in  the  18.1%  of 
"other  less-than-4-year  awards"  as  compared  to  3.2%  of  undergraduate 
certificates  at  Massachusetts  public  postsecondary  institutions. (6) 
In  the  system  overall,  there  was  an  increase  in  doctoral  degrees  of 
11.9%,  and  every  other  type  of  award  also  increased  with  the 
exception  of  graduate  certificates  which  decreased  -3.8%. 


Over  half  (59.1%)  of  the  1989/1990  graduates  from 
Massachusetts  public  universities  and  colleges  were  women.   This 
parallels  the  national  data  where  for  the  system  overall  as  well  as 
by  sector  there  were  more  women  than  men  graduates.   There  was  a 
continued  increase  of  number  of  degrees  awarded  to  Minority 
students.   The  Minority  graduates  comprised  11.5%  of  all  graduates 
in  the  Massachusetts  public  higher  education  system  that  year. (7) 
This  increase  was  anticipated  since  the  number  and  percentage  of 
minority  students  enrolled  in  Massachusetts  public  postsecondary 
institutions  had  increased  between  1978  and  1987.   National  data 
also  supported  this  trend  showing  increases  in  median  school  years 
completed  for  Minority  groups  from  5.7  years  in  April  1940  to  12.5 
year  in  March  89.   What  this  data  does  not  show  is  any  differences 
that  may  exist  in  proportions  of  Minority  and  Non-Minority  students 
who  completed  their  degree  as  compared  to  the  proportion  who 
originally  enrolled.   The  largest  number  of  Minority  graduates  were 
the  Non-Resident  Aliens,  814  or  3.3%  of  the  24,828  graduates  of  the 
89/90  graduate  cohort  who  were  identified  by  racial/ethnic  status. 
The  next  largest  group  was  Black  graduates,  722  or  2.9%  of  the 
cohort.   There  was  an  increase  in  number  of  graduates  from  all 
racial/ethnic  groups  except  for  Non-Resident  Aliens.   Substantial 
increases  included  27.4%  in  the  number  of  Asian  graduates,  followed 
by  17.0%  in  the  number  of  Black  graduates  and  12.3%  in  the  number  of 
Native  American  graduates.   National  data  also  show  this  trend, 
where  by  1989  almost  17%  of  Minorities  age  25  and  over  had  completed 
4  or  more  years  of  college,  as  compared  to  only  1%  in  1940. 
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While  the  age  of  the  98.3%  of  graduates  who  gave  the 
information  ranged  from  18  to  70  and  over,  the  majority  were  in 
their  twenties  (70.5%).   The  largest  proportion  (35.1%)  were  22-24 
years  old.   While  there  was  a  notable  loss  of  -25.0%  of  graduates 
who  were  60-64  years  old,  there  was  also  an  apparent  gain  of  31.2% 
in  the  number  of  degrees  conferred  granted  to  students  70  years  old 
and  older. (8)  (9)   There  were  also  considerable  increases  in  the 
number  of  graduates  in  the  45-49  year  (23.0%)  and  the  55-59  year 
(19.2%)  age  brackets.   Overall,  therefore,  there  were  substantial 
increases  in  the  number  of  older,  "non-traditional"  graduates. (10) 


The  27,121  AY  1989/90  degrees  conferred  in  Massachusetts 
public  universities  and  state  colleges  were  given  to  students  with 
majors  in  a  wide  variety  of  program  areas.   The  most  substantial 
percents  of  these  completions  were  in  Business  and  Management 
programs  (19.2%)  and  also  in  Education  (13.6%).   This  parallels 
earlier  national  data  where  16.9%  of  completions  were  in  Business 
and  Management  programs  and  2  0.1%  were  in  Education.   Every  other 
program  area  had  a  proportion  less  than  7.5%  of  the  overall 
completions.   In  AY  1989/90  the  degrees  conferred  in  the 
Architecture  and  Environmental  Design  programs  more  than  doubled 
(107.8%)  from  the  previous  academic  year.   One  could  question 
whether  the  increased  interest  in  these  programs  was  the  result  of 
the  mid-eighties  building  boom  coupled  with  the  resurgence  of 
interest  in  environmental  issues.   There  was  also  a  considerable 
increase  in  completions  in  the  Leisure  and  Recreational  Activities 
program  area  (54.3%),  in  Transportation  and  Material  Moving  (38.6%), 
and  in  Precision  Production  Programs  (33.3%).   On  the  other  hand, 
Home  Economics  programs  (-54.3%)  and  Mechanics  and  Repairers 
programs  (-37.8%)  showed  a  considerable  decrease  from  AY  1988/89. 
These  shifts  and  changes  in  program  areas  reflect  a  myriad  of 
influences  on  students  choice  of  major  and  vocation.   Some  are 
economic  forces,  others  political  or  social.   The  changes  in 
composition  of  the  "traditional  student  body"  are  also  reflected  in 
the  completions  by  program  area.   A  study  of  these  shifts  may  reveal 
what  factors  influence  students  choice  of  major  and  thereby  allow 
colleges  to  anticipate  program  changes  and  develop  new  ones  or  phase 
out  old  ones  as  the  need  arises. 
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In  the  Massachusetts  Public  University  Segment  there  were  a 
total  of  11,229  completions  in  the  1989/1990  academic  year.   This 
was  a  2.4%  increase,  the  smallest  of  all  three  segments.   The 
majority  (74.8%)  of  the  degrees  awarded  were  baccalaureate  degrees. 
Another  2  3.3%  of  the  degrees  conferred  were  graduate  degrees  or 
certificates.   Of  these,  18.4%  were  masters  degrees.   There  were 
drops  in  number  of  certificates  awarded  both  undergraduate  (-22.6%) 
and  graduate  (-13.8%)  as  compared  to  the  1988/89  academic  year. 
Doctoral  degrees,  however,  increased  11.9%. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  most  even  distribution  of 
the  genders  among  the  graduates  of  all  three  segments  was  at  the 
universities  where  51.8%  were  female  and  48.2%  were  male.   This  is 
compared  to  both  the  state  college  and  the  community  college 
segments  which  had  about  one-third  male  to  two-thirds  female 
graduates.   At  the  universities  89.0%  of  the  graduates  reported 
their  race/ethnicity.   Of  these  14.1%  were  Minority  graduates,  the 
highest  proportion  of  all  three  segments.    Other  than  White,  the 
most  substantial  group  of  university  graduates  in  these  categories 
was  Non-Resident  Aliens  (6.3%).   This  was  also  the  largest 
proportion  of  Non-Resident  Aliens  at  any  of  the  three  segments. 
This  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  Massachusetts  public 
universities  have  a  higher  public  profile  than  either  the  state  or 
community  colleges.   Most  of  the  racial/ethnic  categories  had  an 
increase  in  number  of  completions  from  AY  88/89.(10)   Notable 
increases  included  the  26.3%  increase  in  the  number  of  Cape  Verdean 
graduates  and  the  23.8%  increase  of  Asian  graduates.   Only  the  Non- 
Resident  Alien  (-6.8%)  and  Native  American  (-5.9%)  groups  had  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  completions  awarded  that  year. 
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The  graduate  cohort  from  Massachusetts  universities  can  be 
considered  as  a  cohort  with  graduates  of  traditional  age.   Of  the 
99.8%  AY  1989/90  university  graduates  who  gave  their  age,  the 
majority  (76.5%)  were  in  their  twenties.   The  most  substantial 
percent  of  them  (42.4%)  were  in  the  22-24  year  old  age  group.   This 
is  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  greatest  gains  in  age  groups  were 
44.5%  in  the  45-49  year  olds  and  29.4%  in  the  70  and  older  group  and 
of  the  decrease  of  -13.8%  in  the  20  year  olds. (10) 


Over  half  (52.9%)  of  the  degrees  conferred  at  the  public 
universities  were  in  one  of  four  programs  areas: 

*  Business  and  Management  (18.6%) 

*  Social  Sciences  (11.9%) 

*  Education  (11.5%) 

*  Engineering  (10.9%) 

Every  other  program  area  had  less  than  5.5%  share  of  completions,  so 
there  was  quite  a  concentration  of  graduates  in  the  four  major 
program  areas.   The  university  segment  was  the  only  segment  with  the 
relatively  large  enrollment  in  Social  Sciences  and  in  Engineering. 
Of  those  four  programs  areas,  Education  had  a  substantial  increase 
(26.7%)  in  the  number  of  degrees  conferred  from  the  1988/89  academic 
year.   Three  other  program  areas  had  similar  increases:  Law  (24.3%), 
Letters  (28.3%),  and  Psychology  (28.2%).   The  largest  increase  in 
completions  at  the  public  universities  was  a  76.6%  increase  in  the 
Architecture  and  Environmental  Design  program  area.   The  largest 
decrease  from  AY  88/89  in  completions  was  in  Home  Economics,  a  loss 
of  -88.6%.   Other  substantial  decreases  in  the  number  of  degrees 
conferred  were  in  Liberal/General  Studies  (-44.4%),  and  in  Allied 
Health  programs  (-25.4%). 


There  were  7,068  degrees  conferred  in  the  Massachusetts  State 
College  Segment  in  the  1989/90  academic  year,  an  8.5%  increase  from 
the  previous  year  and  the  largest  increase  in  completions  of  all 
three  segments.   The  majority  of  awards  at  the  state  colleges  were 
baccalaureate  degrees  (82.6%).   There  was  also  a  considerable  number 
of  masters  degrees  awarded  (14.4%  of  all  degrees).  (4) 
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Only  about  a  third  (34.9%)  of  the  AY  1989/90  state  college 
graduates  were  men.   Of  the  88.3%  of  state  college  graduates  who 
reported  their  race/ethnicity  only  6.9%  were  Minorities,  the 
smallest  proportion  of  minority  graduates  of  all  three  segments.   In 
fact,  the  other  race/ethnic  categories  each  had  less  than  one- 
hundred  graduates,  with  the  exception  of  the  miscellaneous  "Other" 
category  which  had  193.   This  was  in  spite  of  the  substantial 
overall  increase  in  the  number  of  minority  graduates  as  compared  to 
the  previous  academic  year:  a  66.7%  increase  in  completions  for 
Native  Americans,  a  40.0%  increase  for  Cape  Verdeans,  and  a  34.6% 
increase  for  Asians.   There  was  also  an  increase  of  38.1%  of  Non- 
Resident  Aliens.   Only  the  number  of  completions  by  Black  students 
decreased  -18.2%  from  the  AY  88/89  year. (11)   The  largest  proportion 
(3.1%)  of  Non-White  graduates  was  from  the  "Other"  category. 


In  age,  the  state  college  graduate  cohort  was  similar  to  the 
university  graduate  cohort.   The  majority  (74.4%)  of  the 
Massachusetts  state  college  graduates  who  gave  data  on  their  age 
(95.1%  did  so)  were  in  their  twenties.   This  was  the  same  proportion 
as  in  the  universities.   Also  like  in  the  public  universities,  the 
largest  proportion  of  these  graduates  (45.6%)  were  in  the  22-24  age 
group.   In  addition,  at  the  state  colleges  there  was  a  substantial 
proportion  of  graduates  who  were  in  their  thirties  (15.6%),  a  29.2% 
increase  over  the  previous  academic  year.   The  50-54  age  bracket  of 
graduates  also  had  a  considerable  increase  (32.3%)  from  AY  88/89. 
There  were  no  notable  decreases  of  graduates  of  any  age  group. (12) 


It  is  notable  that  almost  half  (49.5%)  of  the  degrees 
conferred  at  Massachusetts  state  colleges  in  AY  1989/90  were  in  one 
of  two  program  areas: 

*  Education  (30.7%) 

*  Business  and  Management  (18.8%) 

These  were  also  the  major  programs  areas  for  the  education  system  as 
a  whole,  both  in  Massachusetts  and  nationally.   The  rest  of  the 
completions  were  spread  across  a  variety  of  programs  areas.   While 
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there  were  fluctuations  in  the  number  of  graduates  from  each  program 
area  as  compared  to  the  previous  academic  year,  the  percents  of 
change  indicated  for  these  categories  are  somewhat  inflated  due  to 
the  relatively  small  number  of  graduates  in  each.   Taking  this  into 
consideration  one  can  note  the  substantial  increases  in  the  number 
of  completions  in  the  Liberal/General  Studies  program  area  (50.0%) 
and  the  Leisure  and  Recreational  Activities  programs  (48.6%). 
Philosophy  and  Religion  (33.3%),  Education  (23.8%),  and  Public 
Affairs  (20.9%)  also  had  notable  increases  in  number  of  completions. 
On  the  other  hand,  there  were  decreases  in  the  number  of  completions 
notably  in  such  programs  as  Engineering  (-45.4%),  Business 
[Administrative  Support]  (-38.3%),  and  Multi/Interdisciplinary 
Studies  (-35.7%) . 


There  were  8,824  degrees  conferred  in  the  Massachusetts 
Community  College  Segment  in  the  1989/90  academic  year,  a  6.9% 
increase  from  AY  1988/89.   As  can  be  expected,  the  awards  given  were 
mostly  associate  degrees  (90.8%),  though  some  of  the  awards  were 
undergraduate  certificates  (9.2%). 


The  majority  of  community  college  graduates  were  women.   Like 
at  the  state  colleges,  only  slightly  over  a  third  (36.2%)  of  the  AY 
89/90  community  college  graduates  were  men.   Of  the  97.4%  of  these 
graduates  who  reported  their  race/ethnicity,  11.9%  identified 
themselves  as  being  from  a  Minority  racial/ ethnic  group.   Community 
colleges  had  the  largest  proportion  (4.7%)  of  Black  graduates  of  all 
three  segments,  even  as  compared  to  universities  which  had  a  greater 
proportion  of  minorities  than  either  of  the  two  other  segments. 
While  there  was  no  change  in  the  Native  American  group,  all  other 
groups  did  experience  a  gain  in  completions,  with  the  exception  of 
Cape  Verdean  (-16. 7%) . (10) 
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Of  the  99.1%  of  community  college  graduates  who  gave 
information  about  their  age,  a  considerable  proportion  (59.6%)  were 
in  their  twenties.   In  fact,  like  at  the  state  colleges  and  at  the 
public  universities,  the  two  largest  groups  of  graduates  were  in  the 
22-24  age  bracket  (17.7%)  and  the  25-29  age  bracket  (16.8%).   Unlike 
the  other  two  segments,  there  was  not  a  large  proportion  of 
graduates  in  the  22-24  group;   it  was  less  than  half  the  proportion 
that  it  was  for  the  other  segments.   In  addition,  substantial 
percents  of  these  graduates  were  in  their  thirties  (21.8%)  and  in 
their  forties  (10.4%).   It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  community 
colleges   —  which  are  two  year  schools  —   had  an  overall  older 
group  of  graduates  than  that  either  at  the  state  colleges  or  at 
public  universities.   And  except  for  a  notable  increase  (16.8%)  in 
the  21  year  old  age  group,  there  were  no  substantial  increases  in 
the  number  of  degrees  conferred  in  each  category  until  the  45-49  age 
group  and  higher.   Notably,  there  was  a  large  increase  (56.4%)  of 
graduates  in  the  55-59  year  old  age  bracket. (13) 


A  little  over  half  (53.1%)  of  the  degrees  conferred  in  AY 
1989/90  at  Massachusetts  community  colleges  were  in  one  of  three 
program  areas: 

*  Liberal/General  Studies  (21.2%) 

*  Business  and  Management  (20.2%) 

*  Allied  Health  (11.8%) 

The  community  colleges  generated  the  greatest  proportion  of 
completions,  by  far,  in  Liberal/General  Studies  than  either  the 
state  colleges  or  the  public  universities.   As  this  program  area 
contains  majors  that  may  not  directly  nor  immediately  translate  into 
an  occupation,  it  would  be  useful  to  examine  the  data  further  to  see 
who  these  graduates  are  and  where  these  graduates  are  going  after 
completing  their  community  college  degrees.   It  would  lead  one  to 
questions  such  as  whether  these  are  traditionally  aged  students  who 
are  transferring  to  four  year  colleges  or  perhaps  non-traditional 
students  taking  courses  for  self -^improvement.   One  could  discover 
what  proportion  of  them  are  women  or  Minorities.   These  kinds  of 
questions  prompt  further  investigation.   As  far  as  the  community 
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college  degrees  conferred,  there  was  an  11.8%  increase  in 
Liberal/General  Arts  from  AY  88/89  to  Ay  89/90.   There  was  also  a 
notable  increase  (31.8%)  in  completions  in  the  Protective  Services 
program  area. (14)   There  were  notable  decreases  in  the  number  of 
degrees  conferred  in  the  following  program  areas: 

*  Law  (-37.8%) 

*  Mechanics  and  Repairers  (-37.8%) 

*  Marketing  and  Distribution  (-17.3%) 

*  Consumer,  Personal,  &  Misc.  Services  (-16.2%)

(1)  It  is  important  to  note  that  this  report  is  based  on 
the  RPEDS  Completions  Reports  and  not  the  IPEDS 
Completions  Surveys.   There  are  discrepancies  in  the 
numbers  between  the  two  reports.   This  is  due  to  the 
differences  in  definitions  of  categories  used, 
specifically  gender  and  completions.   The  RPEDS 
database  includes  a  missing  gender  category  that  the 
IPEDS  survey  does  not  have.   RPEDS  also  includes 
completion  categories  such  as  "post-baccalaureate 
certificates  less  than  1  year"  and  "teaching 
certification  program  completions"  that  are  not 
recognized  by  NCES  and,  therefore,  not  included  in  the 
IPEDS  database. 

(2)  National  data  is  from  the  National  Center  for 
Educational  Statistics  (NCES)  reports:  "Digest  of 
Education  Statistics  1990"  and  "Early  Estimates: 
National  Postsecondary  Statistics,  Collegiate  and 
Noncollegiate  Fall  1990." 

(3)  The  enrollment  data  is  from  RPEDS. 

(4)  The  largest  increase  between  AY  88/89  and  AY  89/90  in 
the  type  of  award  was  for  the  teaching  certification 
programs,  an  increase  of  371.9%.   This  increase  was 
mainly  due  to  Worcester  State  in  which  151  students 
were  reported  in  AY  89/90  but  were  not  reported  in  AY 
88/89.   This,  therefore,  is  an  artificial  increase. 

(5)  Teaching  certification  is  not  an  award  or  a  degree  but 
a  "completion."   Students  complete  a  teaching  program 
and  they  receive  a  certificate  from  the  state,  not  the 
campus.   Since  the  campus  program  meets  the  certificate 
requirements,  the  RPEDS  database  counts  the  teaching 
certificate  as  part  of  the  campus  completions.

(6)  NCES  defines  "other  less-than-4-year  awards"  as 
"postsecondary  awards,  certificates,  or  diplomas  (other 
than  associate  degrees)  that  require  completion  of  a 
program  of  less  than  1  year,  at  least  1  but  less  than  2 
years,  or  at  least  2  but  less  than  4  years." 

(7)  This  is  of  the  91.6%  of  graduates  who  were  identified 
by  race/ethnicity. 

(8)  There  seems  to  have  been  a  loss  in  number  of  graduates 
in  the  1-17  and  18  years  old  age  groups  as  compared  to 
the  previous  academic  year.   It  is  probable  that  this 
was  not  a  loss,  per  se,  but  the  result  of  an  increase 
of  accuracy  in  reporting  the  data  since  it  is  unlikely 
that  many  graduates  from  Massachusetts  public 
universities  and  colleges  were  under  18  years  of  age. 

(9)  There  are  still  slight  problems  with  data  on  age.   The 
data  continues  to  be  cleaned  up. 

(10)  Another  factor  in  degree  of  data  quality  is  the  number 
and  percent  of  missing  data.   For  any  variable,  a 
statistically  significant  increase  or  decrease  of 
missing  data  affects  all  its  response  categories.   For 
example,  the  notable  drop  of  missing  age  data  affects 
the  percent  change  in  age  as  compared  to  the  previous 
year.   An  increase  in  missing  race/ethnicity  data 
impacts  the  change  in  number  of  minorities  in  each 
category. 

(11)  Though  these  increases  and  the  decrease  are 
considerable  they  are  somewhat  inflated  due  to  the 
small  number  of  graduates  in  each  of  these  categories.

(12)  Though  there  were  substantial  percent  losses  in  the  55- 
59,  60-64,  and  70+  age  groups,  these  were  due  more  to 
an  inflation  due  to  small  numbers  of  graduates  than  to 
an  actual  large  loss. 

(13)  Though  the  data  indicate  large  decreases  in  completions 
in  the  1-17  and  18  year  old  age  groups,  this  was 
probably,  once  again,  artificially  created  by  data 
cleanup;   it  is  unlikely  that  many  graduates  from 
public  colleges  were  18  and  under. 

(14)  Other  considerable  increases  were  somewhat  inflated  by 
the  small  number  of  graduates  in  that  specific  program 
area.   These  were  as  follows: 

*  Mathematics  (200.0%  increase  but  only  an  increase  of 
2  more  graduates) 

*  Renewable  natural  resources  (13  3.3%  increase  but  only 
8  more  actual  graduates) 

*  Transportation  and  material  moving  (100.0%  increase 
by  only  13  more  graduates) 
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
